o whoſe faithfulneſle ſhall he then

take herde of him, whom without 
breach of loue he could not once ſuſ- 
pect, it is almoſt vnpoſſible. Seeing 
therefore it is ſo hainous a matter, 
for one priuate man to be vnfaith- 
full to another, how great treacheric 
E treaſon ſhall we thinke it is, to be 
peut in truſt of ſuch honourable per- 
Is dnages, in ſo waightie a matter, as 
c8c̃.oncerneth not onely the ſafetie of 
one man, but of an whole countrey, 
notonely to neglect this charge, but 
to betray the truth, & to ſtrengthen 
the enemie againſt it? Beate with me 
(good Reader) though I be earneſt in 
is matter: for this coufoning ga- 
ming, that I ſpeake againſt, is the fa- 
ttzer that begetteth, the mother that 
4 bringeth foorth, and the nourſe that 
bringeth vp, all kinde of ſinne what- 
> 'foeuer, And who can remedic this 
ting, but ſuch as haue authoritie, & 
are put in truſt with this matter? 
The cauſe of this loſenes is, becauſe 
men would faine be accounted piti- 
full. If a gameſter be of any wealth, 
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then he plaies away no 
owne; though _ men looſe their 
cuſtomers , & be vndone with bea- 
ring them companie. If they be all 
poare that play, then it is pittie to 
trouble them, The ſcripture indeed 
doth oftentimes commend the poore 
vnto the Magiſtrates,they mult nei» 
ther oppreſſe them themſelues in 
their priuate affaires, neither muſt 
they ſuffer others to doe them vio- 
lence: hut when poore men do iniu- 
rie vnto the poore, when in ſteed of 
following their calling, they follow 
dronkennes, and idle gaming, neuer 
regarding whether their poore wife 
& children finke or ſwim : when by 
this means beſides other miſchiefes, 
ina ſhort time the whole pariſh muſt 
be charged with the &.their charge, 
who ſeeth not that in this caſc to pity 
them,& to let them goe * 
is extreame crueltie? The mercifull 
God , notwithſtanding he ſetteth 
down a ſpecial charge & the poore: 
Er, they are thus vnrulie, he 
tly commandeth the Magiſtrate 
um | to 
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to haue no reſpect of perſon : Thou 
Malt not(ſaith he) fauour the perſon 
of the poore. Leui,. 19. And againe, 
Thou ſhalt not eſteeme a poore man 
in his cauſe, Exo. 23. He repeateth his 
ſaicng tor feare ot forgetting, 
_  Euery man is euen a beat in his 
dune vnderſtanding, We know not 
y hat it is to be cruell, & what it is 
co he mercifull, & therefore we muſt 
lerne ot the only wiſe God, ſeing he 
VvVouchſafeth to teach vs. Puniſh him, 
8 ene him: ſeemes to be à cruell 
peach in their cares: but they heare 
not the pitiful cõplaint of the poore 
children that call for bread & drink, 
& thorough the noting of the fa- 
ther, there is none to giue them. If 
the puniſhment that is laid vppon a 
poore wicked man for his amende- 
ment, ſeeme cruell, which would alſo 
fraie thoſe that ſee his puniſhment, 
or heard of it, from committing the 
like fault: what great crueltie ſhall

vnpuniſned? What exueltie is it to ſe 
women & children almoſt ſtarued, 
& the whole countrie grow into de- 
caie? The mercifull God open the 
cies of our Magiſtrates, & make the 
ſee a difference betweene mercifull 
ſeueritie & cruell pitie. We haue an 
Engliſh prouerbe, which ſaith, that 
fooliſh pittie marreth a citie: but it 
is little thought vppon. They maie 
perhappes thinke they ſhall bee 
well thought of ,. by ſuffering the 
wicked to go ſcotfree,but it can not 
be. The people fhal curſe ſuch a one, 
& the multiude ſhall abhorre him : 
but to them that rebuke the wicked 
ſhalll be ſweeteneſſe, & vpon them 
ſhal come the bleſsing of euery good 
man. Pro. 24. 23. For open rebuke is 
better then ſecret loue. And though 
the parties puniſhed,winch a little at 
the firſt: yet hee that reproueth a 
man,ſhall finde more fauour at the 
laſt, then he that flattereth with his 
tongue.

When we 
haue done our neceſſarie affaires, we 
vſe to ſaie, that we are at leaſure to 
doe ſuch things, as are not of the like 
impoꝛtaunte: but he which is al- 
waies thus at leaſure, what is he but 
alwaies idle, notwithſtanding her 
mone his bodie ſometimes. Fo2 what 
other thing is idleneſſe, but not to 
buſie a mans ſelfe about ſame pꝛolit.

J haue heard men ſpeake much a- 
gainſt Atheiſtes, and Epicures, 
which thinking that there is no o⸗ 
ther life after this, imbꝛace and 
giue thomſelues ouer to the delights 
ol this pꝛeſent wozld: But ik both 


their dwings were inquired after, 3 
meruaile what difference a man 
could finde, betweene them and the 
gameſters of our time.

No, no: if 
they thought not that the ſeconde 
comming of Chꝛiſt to iudge both the 
quicke and the dead, were a tale ol 
Robin hod, they would neuer doe 
as they doe. The rich reuencwes 
of Noble men and Gentlemen, are 
as i were the ſtoze houſes of the 

L od, | 
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Loꝛd, by theſe maiſter conductes, her 
conuateth fode and raiment , and 
other necefſaries vnto euerie man 
The Noble men therefoꝛe, which 
haue ſo great truſt committed vnto 
them, ought to line carcfutite and 
faithfullie in their calling: they 


ought to haue an eie to their offi⸗ 


ces „ leaſt they abuſe their tenaunts: 
they ought to loke that nothing ber 
ſpent pꝛodigallie, but to igod pur⸗ 


Chꝛiſt, foz that is the beit houſeker⸗ 
ping when all is done. Then ſhall 
they make men reuerence them in- 
deede, when they thus ſhowe them⸗ 
ſelues fathers and nurſes of whole 
countreies . J ſpeake of them, be- 
cauſe J am occaſioned by that mat- 
ter which J haue in hande : foꝛ their 
hands are chiefe in this frefpaſſe. 

Thep doe not onelie followe ga⸗ 
ming themlelues , but they cauſe 
their whole traine to offende with 
them: And becauſe all men will 
willinglie followe the examples of 
the beſt, all the whole conntrete al-

poſe . Lette nothing be loſt , ſaith s. 
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| molt, by meanes of the outragious 


gaming of their ſuperiours, are

Marcus Ciecro, wꝛiting of this kinde 
of men,ſaith that they liked verie wel 
of wiledome : becauſe thereby they 
knewe how to p2ocure to themſelues 
ſuch things as are pleaſaunt, and to 
auoid all kind of griefe. They thought 
if a man did hazard himſelfe, to ſuf- 
ker anie griefe, to the ende his plea⸗ 
ſures might be increaſed, he was to 


be commended, Intemperate ſurfet- 


ting , becauſe it afterward bꝛought 
griefe of bodie, and ſomewhat diſqui⸗ 
eted their merrie thoughts, they could 
not like of it.

The delicate fellowes 
of this wozld, can not abide, ya man 
ſhould be (ozrowfull fo2z his ſinnes, 
What need ſuch a buſineſſe(ſay they) 
do not men know y God is merciful? 
The Pꝛophet Dauid ſhould be a fle 
by their reckning, foꝛ all his pſalmes 
are full of ſighing + ſobbing fo2 offen⸗ 
ding ſo god a God. The Apoſtle Paul 
retoiced,+ did as if were triumph, be⸗ 
cauſe of p godly ſoꝛrow of þ Corinths. 
hat great care hath if wꝛought: 
Pea, what cleering of pour ſelfe?Bea 
what indiqnafio-yea, what feare:yea, 
how gret deſirezyea, what a zeale:pea, | 


wpat puniſhment 2 x indeed there was

great cauſe why the Apoſtle ſhould 


thus reioice:foꝛ godlie ſozrow cauſeth 


repentaunce vnto ſaluation not to be 


repenfed ok. What a pitifull thing is 
it, that a man ſhould imagine ſuch a 
kinde of repenfaunce,as 1s no where 
to be found? Fo2 if we loke into that 
moſt mercifull pꝛomiſe of God, wher- 
in his exceeding godnes is abundant⸗ 
lie ſet out, Tome vnto me all pe that 
labour and J will caſe vou: pet wee 
Hall ſee, that it onelic belongeth vnto 
them, that are grieued with the bur⸗ 
den of their ſinncs . As long as wee 
make no moꝛe account of the bloudie 
ſweates and ho2rible fozments that 
Chꝛiſt ſufſered foꝛ vs miſerable men, 
then to ſaie, we are all ſinners:he wil 
haue nothing to do with vs. Foꝛ what 
is this, but blaſphemoullie to accuſe 
the Loꝛd God of meere tpꝛannie, fo: 
toꝛmenting his onelie ſonne with ſuch 
agonies, repꝛoch, x villanie, and all (as 
we ſeme to thinke) foꝛ a thing of no⸗ 
thing: Nie mult acknowledge our re⸗ 
demption to be a benefit indeed, befoꝛe 


he will doe vs anie god. e came * 


_ to of this preſent hfe, 75 1 * 
to call thoſe that make fo light ac⸗ 1 
count of ſinne. He came not to call | 
the righteous, but ſiuners fo repen⸗ 
taunce. It they had once felt the vn⸗ | 
ſpeakable tote and comfozt that this | 
godlie ſoꝛrow bzingeth to a wounded 
conſcience , we ſhould (one aare in 
this point, Fo2 to whom ſhall J loke 
(ſaith the Lo2d by his P2ophet)but to 
him that trembleth at my wozds?

and make it (as the pꝛophet (peaketh) 
like a new watred garden The lwert 
reconcilement then that Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
bath wꝛought betweene God and vs,

Thoſe that are gameſters cannot bee 


perſwaded, that we ſhould auoid the 
occaſions of cuill:# pet we all know, 
that he that will no harme doe, muſt 
doe nothing that belongs thereto. 

This is no pꝛeciſe rule, Foꝛ that loſe 
fellowe Ouid in his bake De reme- 
dio amoris,doth ſet it downe, If wee 


mtfltke of our fozmcr wantonnes, he 


telleth vs we muſt read no wanton 
boks:we muſt auoid the company of 
thoſe with whom we haue abuſed our 
ſelues, euen 8 places wher we haue a 
buſed our. ſelues mult be auoided: we 
muſk in no caſe be idle, but we muſk 
al wap be buſied about ſome god mat⸗ 
ter. The holie Ghoſt maketh ſuch ac⸗ 
count of p means, lead vs vnto ſin, 
phe termeth the meanes by p name 
of ſinne. Ne know the ſinnes of So- 
dom Gomor were monſtrous 4 bn- 
naturall:we know p fulnes of bꝛead, 
4 idlenelſe, were but the meanes that 

bought 


bꝛought on thoſe vglie ſinnes: x pet 


the Pꝛophet Ezechiel ſaith, that the 


ſinnes of Sodom 4 Gomor, were kul⸗ 
nelle of bꝛead, pꝛide, and idleneſſe:the 
place is plaine inough, it nedeth no 
interpetation, onelie a godlie medita⸗ 
tion will ſerue p turne. This kind ol 
men 5 J ſpeake of, thinke that little 
ſinnes are not to be made account ok: 
r yet we will laugh at that folifh x 
papiſticall diſtinction betweene moꝛ⸗ 
tal à veniall ſinnes, Foz whozebome, 
theft + murder, is not that deadlie ſin 
that the Apoltle ſpeaketh ot: No ſinne 
is veniall, 3 euerie ſin is deadlie. Fo2 
the reward of ſinne is death, + all vn⸗ 
righteouſnelle is ſinne, as John tea⸗ 
cheth vs: 4 accurſed is he that ſhall

not continue in euerie thing that is 


wꝛitten in the boke of the Law, to 
do it: we mult lone the Loꝛd with 
all our hearts, ⁊ with al our thoughts. 
When men chafe at cards oz at ta⸗ 
bles, we vſe to ſpeake fauourablie of 
this ſin. It is in their heat: but after⸗ 
ward they are god fellowes againe. 


But the holie Gholt, when he intrea⸗

teth of this matter, he ſets it out after 


an other ſoꝛ t. Be that wozketh wzath 
in his arrogancie, p2ond, hautie, and 


ſcoꝛnkull is his name. A thefe mate 


lelen his ſinnes,by conſidering p vn- 


 wo2thineſle of the partie, from whom 


be ſtealeth:he is a churle,and doth no 
god with his monie, and therefoꝛc it 
were a god turne to rob him. So like⸗ 
wiſe may the murderer: if he be a god⸗ 
lie man whom he killeth, he may ſay, 
he did him a god turne: if hee be a 
wicked man that he killeth, then he 
did the common wealth a god turnc: 
but where is the cõmandement of the 
great God all this while? It is true, 
that ſp long as we line , the rote of 
finne ſhall dwell with vs, in our mo2- 
fall bodie. We are not pure as p Fa- 
mileſt fuppoſeth: but pet Loe muſt 
ſtri ue to be pure, as 5ᷣ̊ ſcripture teach⸗ 
eth. Luff, after it hath conceiued, it 
bꝛingeth foꝛth ſin, as James tcachcth, 
We ought therefo2e to be vercd and 
wearied W it, + to deſire after a pati⸗ 
ent manner, to haue this tickle eſtate 
changed. The Apoſtle Paul cricth out, 
not

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not onelte in his owne perſon, buf in 
the perſon of euerie regenerate man, 
Wretched man that J am, who hall 
deliuer me from this bodie of ſinne2 


It ſo ſinguler a man was not thꝛo⸗ 


roughlie caſt downe, befoꝛe he had 
wꝛaſteled with the iuſtice of God in 
this commaundement, we are to take 
heede lcaſt in ſuſpecting 5 to be in vs, 
which we want, we become careleſſe 
in ſeking the mercte of Chꝛiſt, with- 
out the which there is no helpe. Ne 
muſt iudge our ſclues, leaſt we bee 


iudged of the Loꝛd: wee mult be con⸗ 


founded in our ſelues, our deliuerie 
muſt be from the gates of death, wee 
muſt knowe, that our ſaluation doth 
ebſiſt in his free grace, ſeeing euen our 
thoughts are poiſoned. Ik this doctrine 
ſcemecth to rough we mulk remember 
that it was the ſaieng of our merci⸗ 
full + louing God, euen of that God 
that loneth man deerelie and (cnt his 
onelie ſonne to ſaffer a moſt hoꝛrible 
and a ſhamefull death ſoz vs miſera⸗ 
ble men: and that —— euon when 
we were his enümie⸗ » I ſaie it was 
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the ſaieng ok this God, whenſoeuer 
thou eateſt of the foꝛbidden tree, thou 
ſhalt die p deth. Cõtrariwiſe, it was p 
ſaieng of p enutous ſerpet, which was 

a manllaier fro 8 beginning, d father 
t pꝛince of tpꝛãts, which gapeth con⸗ 
tinuallp fo2 bloud,+4 goeth about like 


a roaring Lion, ſeeking whom he may 


deſtrop, J ſay it was p ſaieng of this 
our pꝛofeſt ſwoꝛne enimie 5 can a⸗ 
bide no trute w vs. pou ſhal not die at 
al. But if we mark to what a ſower 
death, p ſwert woꝛds of this flatterer 
tendcd, we ſhall be foꝛced to confeſſe,y 
they wer moꝛe bitter the wozmwod: 
that y wounds of him p loucth are 
farre better the p kiſſes of him 5 ha⸗ 
teth. Ae mult therfoze reſiſt þ dinel, 
& th? he wil flie fro'vs:J grone foꝛ 5 
amendimect of theſe men, x what ſhold 
I ſate vnto thẽ: J wil ſhew vnto the 
pet a little their owne eſtate , to the 
end they may repet J wold deſire the 
therioze in 5 care of God to examine 
thẽſelucg by ſuch places of ſcripture 
as J will ſew thẽ. Me read in.$. 4. 
verſe ok the. 28. ot 9 1 Peouerbs, 5 2 
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that foꝛſake the lawe p2aiſc the wic⸗ 
ked: but thoſe that kep p law do fight 
againſt the.Ue read in.y,rv.pſaime 
that he ſhall dwell in p tabernacle of 
God in whoſe cies a wicked man is 
deſpiſed, t which doth honour thoſe Þ 
feare God. He p app2oucth d wicked, 
t condemneth p; innocent, both of the 
are an abhominatiõ to p Loꝛd. Now 
let them marke themſelues, whether 
they be moze readie to blaze abꝛode p 
infirmitie of thoſe, which are not aſha⸗ 
med openlie to pꝛokeſſe Chꝛilt, t his 
religion:thẽ they are to vtter p lewd 
behauioꝛ of thoſe, v fo2 anp thing they 
can perceiue, lie ſtill in their accurſed 
eſtate: when an vnſatiable man reſi⸗ 
dent, oꝛ a wicked vaine man, is but a 
little touched, then we mult iudge p 
beſt: we do not know their hearts, we 
cannot indeed ſe& direchec into their 
hearts, no moꝛe then J can ſee p hart 
of him ÿ hath comitted actual who2- 
dome, oꝛ actuall murder:but by their 
conetoyus,vaine 4 pꝛoud behauicur, r 
Woꝛds, we knowe they haue pꝛoude 


hearts, vaine, and couetaus heartes, 
{0} 
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th ont of the abundance of the heart 
1155 mouth ſpeaketh. Yow can J ſet 
my ſelle againſt a wicked man. How 
tan J diſpiſe him, ik J cannot tell 
' (without indgeing) who is wicked? 
In the Chapter of the Pꝛouerbs that 
IJ laſt alledged, it is ſaid, that he that 
hideth his ſinne, ſhall not pꝛoſper:but 
he that conkeſſeth 4 foꝛzſaketh them, 
ſhall haue mercie. Pappie is he that 
alwaies ſtadeth in awe:but he which 
hardneth his hart ſhall fall into euill. 
Keioice O poüg man faith the Pꝛe⸗ 
cher) in thy youth, walke in y waies 
of thine heart, and in the ſight of thine 
eies: but knowe, that fo2 all theſe 
things God will bꝛing the to iudge⸗ 
ment. Me vie to alledge the natu- 
rall inclination to naughtineſſe that 
is in man to the end moꝛe libertie of 
ſinning might be graunted him: we 
are no Angels and ſo foꝛth: but the 
tonſideration thereof ought to make 
vs moze warie, and moze afraide of 
lin, æ ofthe occaſions of ſinne, as the 
12. verſe of the. 6. Chapter to the E- 
pheſians feacheth vs, Me thinke ik 
wer 


of this preſent life, 


we maie haue ſo much time, a liti 
befoze we die, as to (ate, Loꝛd hay 


mercie vpon me, they ſhall doe well 


enough. But the Scripture ſaith, not 
euerie one that ſaith,Lo2d Lozd,ſhall 
enter into the kingdome of heauen: 
They ſhall call vppon me ( ſaith the 


Lo2d)and J wil not heare them. The pre i. 


reaſon is, becauſe thep aſke not in 

faith: foꝛ euerie man beleneth not, 

faith is no light opinion. Me thinke 
we mate repent timelie enough, whe 

we are olde, oꝛ whe we are græuoul⸗ 

lie ſicke:but p Scripture ſaith, dꝛiue 

not off from daie to daie, to turne fo 

the Loꝛd:foꝛ ſodeinlie ſhall his wꝛath 

come , Chꝛiſt ſaith to all ſuch, that 

their maiſter wil come at ſuch a time 

as they leaſt loke fo2 him. Hicremie 

in his lamentations aiucth vs better 

counſell then ſo:Jt is god (ſaith he jkoz 

a man to beare the poke in his youth, 

confrarie to that dincliſh ſateng of 

ſome,A young Saint, and an olde di- 
uell. Foꝛ teach a childe in the trade of 
his youth, t when he is olde be wll 
not depart from it. J remember 1 —

Ae. Aſcham ſaith, that there was a 
Zudge in England, that had a tompa⸗ 
nie of wilde Gentlemen bꝛought be⸗ 
foꝛe him fo2 their miſbchamour:they 
deſire the Judge p he would conſiver 
their caſe by his owne, becauſe he 
hunſelfe had ben ſomtimes wilde as 
they were , But the Judge willeth 
the in anie caſe not to pꝛeſume of his 
retouerie, foꝛ whe J was poung, ther 
was twelue of vs (ſaith he ) that rio⸗ 
ted then, as you donow , but onelie 
two of vs came to god, the reſt were 
hanged, J doe not ſpeake this, to the 
end that anie gameſter, that hath a 
milliking of his pꝛeſent eſtate, ſhould 
diſpaire of himſelfe: foꝛ though the 
waie be ſtraight 5 leadeth vnto life, 
pet the Lozd can make vs _— 130 
our affections, 3 denie our ſelues: his 

poke ſhall then be eaſte, and his bur⸗ 
den light, the keping of the comman- 
dement, (as Iohn ſ. aith)ſhall not then 
be greeuous:fo2 all Þ is boꝛne of god, 
ouercommeth p wo2ld. Salomon, ſpea⸗ 
king of theſe waies of wildome, ſaith, 
p her waies are waies of Ae 
a 


of this preſent life, 


A her paths pꝛoſperitie. Thzow thy 

ſelfs downe therefoꝛe befoꝛe the fot- 
ſtole of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, whatſocuer 
tjou art, with ſighing & ſobbing:then 
hough gamſters haue ben thine onc- 
lie tote, 4 darling, pet he can make 
the koꝛget all, euen by that mightie 
power whereby he is able fo ſubdue 
all things vnto himſelf, ſhal he bꝛing 
this thing to paſſe. Though by this 
meanes thou doeſt well perceiue, that 
thou ſhalt foꝛgoe the louing counte⸗ 
nance of a great manie: pct the Loꝛd 
will be vnto the in ſterd of all. Foz 
he will comfo2t thee on this manner. 
If yon were of p wozld,p woꝛld wold 
loue pou, foꝛ p woꝛld loueth hir owne, 
ſuch loue as it is wont to vſe, pon 
ſhould haue part of it: but now you 
are not of the wozld, therefoꝛe the 
woꝛld hates yon. If the world hateth 
vou, it hated me befoꝛe you:be of god 
cheere, J haue ouertome the world, 
feare not little flock, foꝛ it is pour fa⸗ 
thers will fo giue you a kingdome. 
Lhoſe that ſow in teares, ſhall reape
